e Tomorrow: Ilocos Region, Zambales, Bataan, Cavite, MIMAROPA, Bicol Region, Western Visayas, and the 
southern portion of Quezon. 
e Monday: llocos Region, Zambales, Bataan, Cavite, Oriental Mindoro, Palawan, Romblon, and Antique. 


HAZARDS AFFECTING COASTAL WATERS 


Under the influence of DODONG and the enhanced Southwest Monsoon, a marine gale warning is in effect over the 
northern and western seaboards of Luzon and Western Visayas. For more information, refer to Gale Warning #1 
(Intermediate) issued at 11:00 AM today. 


TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


e DODONG is forecast to move generally northwestward today before turning west northwestward for the remainder 
of the forecast period. It may exit the Philippine Area of Responsibility (PAR) between this morning or on the 
afternoon. 

e DODONG is forecast to intensify while over the West Philippine Sea. It may steadily intensify and reach typhoon 
category on Monday. 


Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to 
take all necessary measures to protect life and property. Persons living in areas identified to be highly or very highly 
susceptible to these hazards are advised to follow evacuation and other instructions from local officials. For heavy rainfall 
warnings, thunderstorm/rainfall advisories, and other severe weather information specific to your area, please 
monitor products issued by your local PAGASA Regional Services Division.
